Enrollment jumps at SAC 


Reflecting an ever-increasing trend for community colleges, 
the number of students registering for the Spring semester 1975 
at SAC jumped by almost 10 per cent. The new enrollment totals 
are 15,033 up to this date. This is an increase from the 13,621 
students on campus last semester. 

Dr. Harold Bateman, dean of Admissions, cited two possible 
reasons for the increase: “As the nation goes deeper into 
recession and unemployment, coupled with the extension of 
veterans benefits, these factors make college more appealing.”

Thus, | salute the Orange County Board of Supervisors for their 
recent resolution opposing further offshore oil leasing, but to ask for 
a royalty if drilling is approved (Los Angeles Times, Feb. 5). 

The money from the three and one third per cent royalty would 
be used to finance a rapid transit system. 

Unfortunately, the Board has no say in the matter: The federal 
government grants the leases, and there is no established means by 
which the county could collect royalties on oil extracted from 
20ffshore wells.

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Gas rationing-- a solution 
shunned by Administration

President Ford is hoping that his economic 
proposals will guide the Ship of State safely 
through this country’s troubled waters. Unless 
there is a-change in his plan for new oil taxes, the 
Shipmay run out of gas. 

Mr. Ford’s plan -- $30 billion in new energy 
taxes -- centers on the reduction of America’s 
present oil consumption rate of seven million 
barrels a day. According to the President, the price 
hike will reduce that figure by one million barrels 
a day. 

From there, the energy picture becomes 
increasingly unclear. John Sawhill, the former 
energy administrator, said that he did not ever: 
know the basis for the million-barrel-a-day target. 

If the President’s destination point seems 
confusing, his decision of which road to take is 
even more so. Over the last 15 months, when 
gasoline prices have risen from an average of 38 
cents a gallon to the present cost of 52 cents, the 
only time gas sales dimished was when fuel was 
rationed. 

Indeed, gas rationing, although rejected by the 
President, seems to be a more acceptable solution 
to the problem of fuel conservation. 

Contrary to Mr. Ford’s opinion that rationing 
would be too costly to implement, some

economists feel that such a program would be 
relatively inexpensive to start. 


The government has already printed three 
million gas tickets that are ready to be distributed 
from the five locations around the country where 
they are presently being stored. 


In addition, there are some 3,000 energy 
related workers that could be used for the 
immediate distribution of the tickets. With the 
printing of new tickets, jobs would be created -- 
jobs that could be fitted by some of the millions of 
unemployed Americans, thereby helping relieve 
two problems at once. 


The needle of yet another price hike would 
barely prick the financial fat of the upper classes, 
but would sink to the economic bone of lower 
income families. At least rationing would affect all 
classes equally. If the poor don’t get gas, neither 
will the rich. 


In fairness to the American people, President 
Ford should reconsider the alternative of gas 
rationing before discarding it as hastily as he 
appears to have done.

Coach Howard Brubaker has 
requested a re-assignment, as a 
full-time P.E. instructor and 
Cross Country coach.
